The claims are allowed over the cited prior art because none of the references teaches or 
discloses a method and a system of a power supply for an electrostatic air filtration unit, having, 
an input stage that includes an oscillator, an output stage that includes an output amplifier for 
outputting an amplified output voltage on an output electrode at an output of the power supply 
and a voltage regulator for inhibiting the output voltage fi'om exceeding a predetermined 
maximum voltage, and an isolation stage for de-coupling the input stage fi'om the output stage.
